The failure of the Banque 


Industrielle de Chine has had its 


first--rnd 8 important 


repercuss on up the public service an 
France, The close criticism im the 
Chamber of the part played by the 
French Foreign Office in connechon 
with it did not bring about the 
invmediate fall of Khe Government, but 
it has caused thy resignation of the 
Secretary General at the Quai d'Orsay, 
M. Philippe Berthelot, Thereby there 
disappears from the — post of 
the permanent — head of the 
French Foreign Office the man 
who has gradually collected into his 
hands all the thrends of French 
foreign policy, and, his critics ay, all 
the authority and means of directing 
it, Hyver since the  circunptances 
connected with the failure of the bunk 
became public knowledge there have 
been rumours that M, Berthelot might 
one day consider it necessary to 
resign, vot because the president of 
the bank, M. Andre Berthelot, against 
whom legal proceedings Lave been 
taken, is bis bother, but on accoont 
of the attempts which be was alleged 
to have made ta use the 
influence of the French Government 
abroad to bolater up iis brobber’s 
concern when b. himself knew 
what its real atuation was.

M, BERTRELOT’S LETTER, 


The letter to M. Briand, in 
which M. Berthelot’ declares his; 
irrevocable decision —tosreeign. 


says that three times since the 
latter became Prime Minister he has 


Secretary General at the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, but that each time 
his request, has been refused. But 
now he feels that ‘the continual 
attacke, the abominable caluninies, 
and the absurd reproaches heaped 
upon me during this last year in conse- 
quence of the failure of a bank of which 
my brother was oue of the heads, 
makes me fear that 1 shal’ no longer 
possess vis-a-vis foreigners in discus-' 
sion with whom I have daily to defend 
the interests of France, the necessary 
authority to enable me to continue 
to serve the State well.” M. 
Berthelot then goes on to say that 
in the couree of the dabate 
he was reproached with three kinda 
of act-, each of which had been 
perverted at the speaker's fancy. 
“Nevertheless, he adda,‘ the 
personal and direct telegram sent to 
our fisancial agent in New York, 
although fully justified in itselt, 
like those sent to the Far Fast, and to 
London at the.demand of the consor 
tium of banks formed by the Govern- 
mevt which preceded yours, can be 
criticised as to form, inaswuch as I 
ought to have submitted it to you, in 
spite of ite urgency.” M. Berthelot 
concludes with insistence upon the 
serapalous menoer in which he has 
exercised his duties, and adds that “it 
is the idea that ] might be reproach d 
witb an appesrance of reason for one 
of my acts that bas weighed upon my 
decision and makes it irrevocable.” 
M. Philippe Berthelot has bern in 
the French diplomatic service since 
1889, and a very large part of the 
intervening period has been epant at 
the Quai d’Ursay. He is known as an 
indefatigable worker, which, combined 
with an amazing  retentiveness 
of memory, has given him 4 
remarkable knowledge and a very 
great authority in questions of 
France's foreign policy, During the 
war M. Berthelot was Deputy Cluef of 
the Department of Politrcal and 
Commercial Affairs, of which he was 
promoted to be head in 1919, and in 
the following year he succeeded M.

Suspicions of Lloyd’s underwriters 
thata number of Greeks were attempt- 
ing to defraud Britich underwriters 
have led to closer inspection of sbip’s 
cargoes and some remarkable dis- 
coveries.» Loarer on ships sailing 
under the Graek flag are so heavy, 
and of late have been so frequent, 
that. underwriters will in futuro effect 
ineurances on them only after the 
fullest inquiries. 

“Yt is quite clear that there are 
skilful Greek rogues who are making 
fortunes out of the English insurance 
‘market ” afbigh official of Lloyd’s told 
a reporter. “During this year well 
over 50 Grek ships have gone down
